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FA charge 
- Anelka 
hits back 
via tweet 

WEST Bromwich Albion 
striker Nicolas Anelka has 
hit back over his FA miscon¬ 
duct charge by tweeting a 
video claiming his contro¬ 
versial ‘quenelle’ goal cele¬ 
bration was not 
anti-Semitic. 

The 34-year-old, who 
faces a minimum five-match 
ban if found guilty, on 
Tuesday posted a link to a 
clip in which Roger Cukier- 
man, president of French- 
based Jewish group CRIF, 
claimed the gesture was not 
anti-Semitic if performed on 
a football pitch. He tweeted 
the link with the message 
‘Rien a ajouter’ which trans¬ 
lates as ‘Nothing to add’. 

Anelka was speaking to 
lawyers this week after the 
Baggies told him he must 
pay his own legal bills if he 
fights the allegation. He met 
officials and was told that, 
while the club will help any 
challenge, it will not pay for 
legal counsel. He must 
decide by today whether to 
accept or contest the charge. 

The striker made the 
gesture during the West 
Ham match on December 
28. He claimed his actions 
were in support of French 
comedian Dieudonne M’bala 
M’bala and not intended to 
be offensive. The charge 
came after club sponsors 
Zoopla said it would not be 
extending its deal with 
Albion past the summer.

Asbestos find 
closes school 

THREE classrooms were 
cordoned off at a school after 
the discovery of asbestos in 
an underground pipe. 

Experts sealed off a 
section of a teaching block at 
Earls High School, Hale¬ 
sowen, after a small contam¬ 
ination in 10ft of cast iron 
pipe was discovered follow¬ 
ing a leak in the heating 
system. The school was shut 
for two days for repairs. 

Vice-principal Rob Kew 
said: “The safety of our stu¬ 
dents and staff is our prior¬ 
ity and we have worked very 
closely with health and 
safety experts.” 


MENTAL HEALTH 
CARE'S KEY ROLE 


MORE than one in five detained 
mental patients freed from being sec¬ 
tioned by a health trust are later read¬ 
mitted. 

Birmingham and Solihull Mental Health Trust 
released 49 people from its medium and low secure 
units in the last financial year, but 11 of them 
returned to the units - eight in the same year, figures 
have revealed. 

The ratio was even higher in 2011/12 when a total ofl4 
patients were readmitted out of 57 discharged. 


The health trust hit the 
headlines last year when it 
emerged it had assessed 
Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins’s killer 
Phillip Simelane in prison 
but he received no supervi¬ 
sion following release. 

Three months later he 
stabbed to death the 16- 
year-old on her way to school 
on a bus in Birmingham. 

He has now been detained 
indefinitely under the 
Mental Health Act. 

Vital 

The figures for readmitted 
patients show appropriate 
treatment must be given to 
patients for their health and 
public safety, according to 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris. 

Mr Morris, who chairs the 
all-party parliamentary 
group on mental health, 
said: “This underlines why it 
is vital that mental health 
care must treat underlying 
conditions instead of just 
prescribing drugs to address 
immediate symptoms of psy¬ 
chosis. 

“Helping people to 
recover from serious mental 
health conditions helps to 
reduce crime, is good for the 
economy, and most impor¬ 
tantly, transforms the lives 
of the people affected and 
their families.” 

A spokesman for the trust 
said some patients were 
readmitted dut to the risk 
they pose to themselves and 
to the public.

He said: “There are a 
number of typical reasons 
for patients being readmit¬ 
ted. Medical staff might be 
concerned about a deteriora¬ 
tion in a patient’s mental 
health that poses a risk to 
their own safety or that of 
others. 

“In some cases there is an 
issue with their medication 
or a de-stabilisation in a 
patient’s environment that 
affects their mental health, 
for example a problem with 
their accommodation. 

“In such cases a decision 
might be made to readmit 
the patient so that they can 
receive the appropriate 
support in inpatient services 
before any further deterio¬ 
ration in their mental health 
or increase in risk occurs.” 

He added: “This is in the 
best interests of the 
patients, carers and the 
public.” 

A review involving the 
mental health trust and 
artnership agencies is 
eing carried out into the 
case. 

It is being headed by the 
Central Midlands Commis¬ 
sioning Support Unit and 
had set to be published last 
month. 

James Turner, the unit’s 
senior communications 
manager, said it would be 
ready later this year.

Fast food 
plans for 
town get 
a setback

A spokesman for KFC 
said: “The application in 
Stourbridge has been with¬ 
drawn whilst we gather 
additional information for 
the local planning authority. 

“We are still committed to 
submitting an application 
for the future development 
of this site, which has been 
derelict for many years.” 

The site was formerly the 
Hayes factory and buildings 
were demolished in 2010. 

The plans have sparked 
some opposition from neigh¬ 
bouring businesses.

THE M5 will be closed at its 
Quinton junction overnight 
for one week so a bridge can 
be repaired. 

The northbound carriage¬ 
way will be closed at junc¬ 
tion 3, the Quinton 
Interchange, from 8pm to 
6am each night for one week 
from Monday.

Family of biker say justice has been done

THE family of a motorcyclist killed in a 
crash say they can sleep easier knowing 
justice has been done after a motorist 
was found guilty of causing his death. 

Richard Edmonds, of Bewdley, was 
found guilty of causing the crash which 
led to the death of keen biker Allan 
Green, of Cradley Heath. He was sen¬ 
tenced to four months, suspended for a 
year, and banned from the road for 
three years. 

Mr Green’s family, who were at 


Stafford Crown Court to hear the sen¬ 
tence, said it was a fair ruling. His 
widow Audrey, aged 66, his son Gavin 
and daughter Claire Walker, 32, spoke 
after the verdict. 

Son Gavin, 42, said: “We are glad the 
case has come to the right conclusion. 

“It has been 15 months since my dad 
passed away and it has been a very hard 
and distressing time for us as a family. 

“We thought that the sentence was 
very fair, although it would have been 


good to see him banned from the road 
for good. We can sleep a bit easier 
knowing that justice has been done, 
even though it won’t bring dad back.” 

The family said Mr Green, a motor¬ 
bike enthusiast, was travelling from 
his home to meet biking friends at the 
Pit Stop cafe at Quatfordwhen the 
crash happened. 

Mrs Green added: “He loved life and 
was the heart and soul of our family 
and he was very interested in bikes.”

A BUSINESSMAN who imported a unique 
car from America is to double his fleet due to 
an unprecedented demand for his wedding 
car services and the support of a local 
storage company. 

Rajpal Singh Jogi bought the striking 
Mitsuoka Le Seyde vehicle - a coach built 
car with outrageous styling - via the inter¬ 
net, and believes it to be the only example in 
the country. Mr Jogi has run a wedding sta¬ 
tionery business for more than 40 years in 
Birmingham and decided to offer the car as 
a new service to brides looking for a more 
unusual form of transport. 

The decision has proved to be such a 
success that another oversized vehicle is 


now on order, and he is moving to a larger 
unit at the Storage King self-storage facility 
in Birmingham Road, West Bromwich.

“We have 30 weddings booked so far this 
year so we are expanding by investing in 
another car and bigger storage facilities, 
which provide me with easy access and 
plenty of space to operate from. 

“Despite its size, the chauffeur-driven car 
is quite easy to manoeuvre and has very loud 
external speakers to provide music for when 
the bride arrives. For brides to arrive in such 
style adds that special touch to the occasion 
and we are amazed at the interest it has 
raised.” 


AN 82-year-old driver has been found guilty of 
causing the death of a motorcyclist in a horror 
crash - and walked free from court. 

Rider Allan Green, of Cradley Heath, was flung 130ft 
from his motorcycle and died in the crash caused by Richard 
Edmonds when he pulled out of a junction onto the A458 


near Bobbington. 

Edmonds’ Vauxhall Corsa 
emerged from Six Ashes 
Road crossroads onto the 
main road when it collided 
with Mr Green’s BMW 
R1200 motorbike on 
October 30, 2012. 

Father-of-two Mr Green, 
66, a retired fabricator 
welder, from Gawne Lane, 
suffered multiple injuries. 
He died at the scene. 

Both vehicles caught fire 
because of the impact of the 
crash and Edmonds had to 
be pulled from the Corsa by 
bystanders moments before 
it burst into flames. 

Tears 

With tears streaming 
down his face, Edmonds told 
Stafford Crown Court the 
‘horror’ of seeing flames 
engulf his car as his leg was 
trapped beneath the steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

“I couldn’t get out of the 
car - my door was being 
engulfed by flames,” said 
Edmonds, who denied the 
charge of driving without 
due care and attention. 

“Two people broke open 
the passenger door and they 
were shouting ‘you’ve got to 
get out, it’s going to blow’. 
They said ‘we’ve got to get 
you, you’re going to die’. 
Once I was out of the car, I 
was on my hands and knees 
- my legs were like jelly. 

“Some people then gave 
me a chair and a lady gave 
me a blanket from her car 
because I was shaking. The 
woman said ‘put your head 
on my shoulder’. She asked 
‘who are you?’, but I couldn’t 
remember my name. She 
then put the blanket over my 
head and the car exploded.

“I’ve had a lot of coun¬ 
selling to get over this.” 

Edmonds added that he 
was completely certain the 
road was clear when he 
pulled out to turn right, 
having checked nothing was 
coming either way repeat¬ 
edly. But, when asked by 
prosecutor Mr Andrew 
Jackson whether he looked 
to the left once he was in the 
carriageway having heard 
what he described as a 
‘roaring noise’, Edmonds 
replied ‘no’. 

“If you’d have looked, 
there’s a chance of you being 
able to take action to avoid 
the accident, or brake,” said 
Mr Jackson. “Yes, sir,” 
replied Edmonds. 

He was sentenced to four 
months in jail, suspended for 
a year, after being found 
guilty by a jury of driving 
without due care causing the 
death of Mr Green. 

Edmonds, a freelance 
journalist of Dowles Road, 
Bewdley, was banned from 
the road for three years and 
told he must take an 
extended driving test before 
he can be allowed back 
behind the wheel. 


Zoo is to 
have new 
entrance 

FINAL preparations are 
being made ahead of work 
getting under way on the 
next stage of a £10.1million 
masterplan to link three of 
the Black Country’s biggest 
tourist attractions - Dudley 
Zoo, the castle and the Black 
Country Museum. 

A new visitor entrance for 
the zoo is part of the work 
aimed at boosting visiting 
numbers. It will be built at 
the back of the existing car 
park behind JB’s in Castle 
Hill. 

Revised plans have been 
lodged with Dudley Council 
by the zoo. 

Sculptures 

Chief executive Peter 
Suddock said: “We’ll be 
getting started very soon 
and will have most of it com¬ 
pleted by the summer.” 

An open piazza is planned 
with animal sculptures and 
seating. As part of the 
scheme, a joint 600-space car 
park at the back of the site is 
also being built. 

A route will also link the 
three attractions. 

A visitor hub will also be 
created to provide visitors 
with information about all 
three sites. 

Prison term 
appeal falls 

A BUSINESSMAN jailed for 
not clearing a towering 
rubbish pile has failed to 
quash his sentence and be 
freed. 

Robert McNaughton was 
sentenced to six months in 
prison for contempt of court 
after failing to meet dead¬ 
lines to remove waste from 
Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd in 
Moor Street, Brier ley Hill. 

Last week he applied to 
crush the ruling and be 
released from prison at a 
hearing at the High Court in 
Leicester. 

But after hearing evi¬ 
dence from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency in court, Mr 
Justice Haddon-Cave dis¬ 
missed the application and 
returned Mr McNaughton to 
prison.

A WOMAN who carried out 
a £1,600 burglary at the 
family home of a former 
boyfriend has been jailed for 
15 months. 

Joanne Mulholland, 25, 
broke into the house in Pen- 
fields Road, Stourbridge, 
with 19-year-old Andrew 
Carr on August 22, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. The couple, who both 
have previous convictions, 
were seen by a neighbour 
putting a mini scrambler 
bike into a taxi, said prosecu¬ 
tor Mr Kevin Jones. 

The owner, who had 
allowed Mulholland to live 
at the house while she was 
going out with his son, 
returned home to find the 
Suzuki machine had been 
stolen along with jewellery, a 
TV and a lap top. None of the 
items have been recovered. 

Carr was on bail at the 
time after breaking in to 
another house and stealing a 
TV 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
defending, said Mulholland 
of William Street, Brierley 
Hill, wanted money to buy 
food. She admitted the Pen- 
fields Road burglary and was 
put behind bars for one year, 
and three months. Carr, who 
pleaded guilty to both break- 
ins, was sentenced to 26 
months in a Young Offenders 
Institution.

Mother dies after 'inspirational' cancer battle

HER four-year battle with cancer 
has been described as ‘inspirational’. 

Debbie Hickman, who turned her 
hand to careers as varied as market¬ 
ing and farming before moving to 
New York has died at the age of 58. 

Born in Kingswinford, her father 
was property developer Jeffery 
Hickman, owner of the Hickman- 
Stanmore construction group. 

She was married to Martin Dunn, 
who began his journalistic career on 
the former Dudley Herald, and went 
on to become editor-in-chief of the 
New York Daily News, where he was 


once reputed to be the highest-paid 
newspaper editor in the world. 

Following her death earlier this 
month Mr Dunn said: “For four 
years, Debbie’s struggle against 
cancer was an inspiration to every¬ 
one who knew her. ” 

Ms Hickman leaves children 
Tomjo and Bertie. 

Although she was born in the 
Black Country her family moved 
when she was a child to Bridgnorth. 
After attending Alice Otley School, 
Worcester, Ms Hickman worked in 
marketing. During the 1990s she 


kept a farm in Crowle, Worcester¬ 
shire. 

Her future husband attended 
Dudley Grammar School until he 
was 17, when he joined the Dudley 
Herald as a £10-a-week trainee. The 
couple initially met through mutual 
friends in the 1970s, and rekindled 
their friendship more than 20 years 
later. Mr Dunn went to work in 
Boston, Massachusetts, but 
remained in touch with Ms 
Hickman. 

In 1993 he became the editor of 
New York Daily News after signing a 


£1 million-plus contract. He 
returned to Britain in 1996 to work 
on a cable television project, and 
became close to Ms Hickman. 

The couple then moved to the US 
where Mr Dunn returned for a 
second spell in charge of the New 
York Daily News, and remained at 
the paper until July 2010 when he 
announced his wife was ill. Debbie 
died at her home in Greenwich, Con¬ 
necticut on January 11 with her 
family at her side. A memorial 
service was being held in Chaddesley 
Corbett yesterday. Debbie Hickman 



Shoddy work could have 
poisoned elderly resident 


A GAS fitter left an elderly man at risk of expo¬ 
sure to carbon monoxide poisoning after 
failing to fix a part to a boiler correctly, a court 
heard. 


At another property Paul Cresswell installed dangerous 
wiring that could have left a live current running through 
pipework, heard Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

Cresswell had been working illegally on gas installations 
at two homes in Stourbridge ■ by Andrew Turton 

without registering with the H___ 

authorities. An investiga¬ 


tion was launched by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
into his work after one of the 
residents complained. 


Lapse 


He had displayed Gas Safe 
signage on his van, falsely 
indicating he was autho¬ 
rised to work on gas appli¬ 
ances. Mr Cresswell had 
been registered with Gas 
Safe between July 7, 2011, 
and July 6, 2012, but 
allowed his registration to 
’apse. 

Cresswell, aged 44, of 
Beccles Drive, Willenhall, 
pleaded guilty to four 
charges of contravening 
health and safety regula¬ 
tions at an earlier hearing. 

He received a 12-month 
community order and was 
told to complete 180 hours 
unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity. He also has to pay costs 
of £1,270.14 to the Health 
and Safety Executive. 

A previous hearing was 
told that work Cresswell 


carried out at a flat in 
Hanbury Court, Stour¬ 
bridge, was so poor that 
there was a ‘realistic and 
probable’ chance of carbon 
monoxide entering the prop¬ 
erty because he had failed to 
fix a flue correctly. 

The court heard previ¬ 
ously that he carried out 
shoddy work at a house in 
Vale Street, where wiring he 
installed had the potential 
for pipes to become live. 

Mr Lee Preston, defend¬ 
ing, referring to the poten¬ 
tial carbon monoxide 
problem, said: “He did not 
have his Gas Safe card 
accreditation at the time so 
he could not sign off on the 
installation.” 

He said Cresswell main¬ 
tained he had told the cus¬ 
tomer that it could not be 
used. However, the court 
heard that the pensioner 
had been using the boiler. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said: “I take into 
account that these a 
serious allegations.” 


Families are evacuated 

TWO families, including one with a baby, were evacuated 
from their flats when cracks opened up in the walls and 
kitchen surfaces began to move. 

Firefighters were called to the three-storey building in 
High Street, Lye, by a concerned resident living in one of 
two flats. They discovered the building was unstable due to 
work being carried out to knock down a wall between two 
ground floor shops. The decision was made to evacuate the 
eight residents.

Major community role for 
borough children's centres 


HEALTH workers will be asked to advise more 
families to use services at children’s centres 
in Dudley in a bid to boost visitor numbers as 
part of revamp plans. 

It is one of the recommendations being considered by 
councillors following a consultation into their future. 

Another proposal is to increase the services that are 


offered at the centres, 
which would help reduce 
costs. 

A consultation was 
launched after council 
bosses announced seven of 
the borough’s 20 centres 
would close in a bid to save 
£2.3m. 

Outrage 

But Dudley Council leader 
Councillor David Sparks 
was forced to make a U-turn 
after the plans sparked 
outrage and campaigners 
took to the streets. 

Now proposals are being 
considered which would see 
centres encouraged to work 
with other services such as 
credit unions, citizen’s 
advice surgeries and health 
clinics. They would also be 
promoted as a meeting place 
for different community 
groups. 

A report, which will be dis¬ 
cussed by the council’s 
overview and scrutiny man¬ 
agement board, said: “Com¬ 
mittee members recognise 
that savings need to be made 
in the current financial 
climate but also note that

leading up to 2015 there will 
be significant opportunities 
for local partners - the local 
authority, health, voluntary 
groups and others - to offer 
greater integration in the 
delivery of services, includ¬ 
ing early intervention. 

It adds: “Local partners 
should explore opportuni¬ 
ties for children’s centres to 
become community hubs for 
health, social care and other 
services such as credit 
unions, citizens’ advice sur¬ 
geries and be the meeting 
place of choice for commu¬ 
nity groups.”

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Call on Centro to cut running 
costs before reducing services 


RUNNING costs should be cut at frontline services rather than looking at 


the region’s transport authority 
before free train and tram travel 
for pensioners ‘because they 
built this country’, says a council 
leader 

West Midlands transport authority 
Centro says it has to slash £14 million from 
its £146m annual budget because the cash- 
strapped councils that fund it have been 
forced to make cuts of their own. It has 
launched a consultation on the proposals, 
which also include cutting the budget of the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride service used by 
pensioners and disabled people. 

However, Sandwell Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Darren Cooper, highlighted that 
Centro spends around £19.5m on its opera¬ 
tional costs - such as buildings, manage¬ 
ment and staff. He says Centro must trim 
that bill before ‘attacking’ the services it is 
tasked with providing. 

Leaders of the seven West Midlands dis¬ 
trict councils that fund Centro - Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall, 
Birmingham, Coventry and Solihull - asked 
Centro to consult on ways to cut 10 per cent 
from its budget. 

Councillor Cooper said: “Why are they 
even thinking about taking the money out of 


reducing operational costs? 

“Once they did that, perhaps they would 
not be talking about stopping a free rail and 
tram pass. And Ring and Ride is a vital 
service to many vulnerable people. 


Message 


“There are other ways of doing this. I 
think service users may also pay a bit more 
to keep these services going. 

“I will be driving the message that pen¬ 
sioners should not be the ones that should 
be getting attacked. They built this 
country.” 

Cost-cutting would not affect free bus 
travel for pensioners and the disabled 
between 9.30am and 11pm, which Centro is 
obliged by the government to fund. But it 
must find £14m savings over the next two 
years. 

Centro chairman, Councillor John McNi- 
cholas, said it had already cut £3m out its 
operational costs in four years and planned 
to find an extra £3m savings by further 
reductions in operations. 

He added: “A £14 million reduction in 
Centro’s budget would require some 
extremely tough choices to be made.” 

Centro will decide on its budget on Febru¬ 
ary 14.

Waste collection praise 

I TAKE issue with Mark Lewis’s comments regarding the 
collection of waste in the Dudley area. Since taking delivery 
of my various containers for recycling of plastic, cans, glass, 
paper and cardboard, I have noticed that the amount of my 
non-recyclable rubbish has fallen by at least a half. It follows 
that the cost of landfill tax paid by Dudley council will also 
fall as a result of less rubbish being diverted to landfill. 

The recycled product may also attract an income. The 
market for recyclable products rises and falls, and it is pos¬ 
sible that when the market for waste cardboard, plastic, 
glass, etc, is high, Dudley will receive some income for these 
items. I know whereof I speak, having worked in the recy¬ 
cling industry for many years. 

Judging by the many containers left out on collection 
days, I believe I am not alone in my efforts to recycle. I also 
note that my visits to the local recycling centre to dump my 
recyclable waste have also diminished. In my opinion the 
waste collection now in operation is a major improvement. 

The next step in the chain would be the burning of the 
non-recyclable waste in incinerators to produce power, thus 
further reducing the amount of landfill. However, that pro¬ 
posal is likely to draw major objections from the NIMBYs of 
this world.

THE approval by Dudley 
Council to change the use at 
the former railway goods 
shed - a listed heritage asset 
- at Lye station into a waste 
processing plant operated by 
Ecology Waste Solutions Ltd 
has potential dangers and 
inconvenience to pedestri¬ 
ans and road users. 

Although there were some 
letters of objection, the 
application was bound to 
succeed because I believe it 
is part of the council’s exten¬ 
sion of their of the recycling 
activities, with this site pro¬ 
cessing plastic, card paper 
and glass. 

I envisage many vehicles 
coming and going. Access to 
the site is via the passenger 
station drive, partly cobble 
stone from the days of the 
GWR horse-draw vehicles, 
and the narrow entrance at 
the junction with the busy 
Dudley Road the A4036. 

At this point there is a 
blind spot to two traffic 
lanes in the Lye Cross direc¬ 
tion and a bottle-neck oppo¬ 
site where two lanes merge 
into one a major route to the 
Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

No restrictions or moni¬ 
toring has been imposed, so 
there might be all day and 
nightly operations and no 
limits on size/tonnage of the 
vehicles transporting the 
materials. 

The passenger station is 
now unstaffed, so who will 
be looking after the interests 
and safety of the rail users 
and the car parking?

Church has found a 
way to halt decline

A DWINDLING congregation 
and crumbling building are 
common problems for 
churches across the country 
working hard to spread their 
faith. 

But one church in Quarry Bank is 
managing to keep its Sunday church¬ 
goers happy after spending thousands 
of pounds on a revamp. 

Improvements at Christ Church in 
High Street include the porch 
entrance, cleaning stained glass 
windows, interior walls and even the 


altar cross as part of the £12,000 
scheme. 

“It is all part of our approach at the 
church to make it more community- 
friendly and appealing,” said joint 
churchwarden and treasurer Brian 
Genner. 

“We believe it is working and we are 
seeing our numbers at services sta¬ 
bilise, we now want to welcome more 
people in. 

“Before Christmas we had several 
services which were absolutely 
packed -1 think that is a sign that it is 
working. ” 

The first phase of the renovation 


work included the main entrance 
porch to the building and the replaster¬ 
ing of an interior wall. 

The second stage saw the church’s 
altar cross, two candlesticks and the 
eagle lectern taken away and cleaned 
by specialists in Stourport. 

New glass doors were then installed 
and the church’s stained glass 
windows cleaned up. 

Mr Genner said: “The church is 
looking great inside and has proved 
popular with members.” 

Mr Genner said the church next had 
plans to do a complete redecoration of 
the interior - at a cost of £30,000.

Bohemian 

Glassware engraver by 
William Kny created the 
pieces while working in 
Stourbridge around 1900. 
He was the son of Fredrick 
Ludwig Kny, one of the orig¬ 
inal Bohemian glass 
engravers that settled in the 
town in the 1850s. 

He had 11 children and 
four of his sons became glass 
engravers setting up their 
own company at The Platts, 
in Brettell Lane. 

Later the brothers dis¬ 
banded their company and 
Ludwig Junior then began 
working at the well known 
Stuart Crystal works. 

William Kny took up a 
post at Webb Corbett as an 
engraver and went on to 
become a director in the 
company. 

The collection is owned by 
his granddaughter Margaret 
Tatler who found them in 
her home in Norton. 


Mrs Tatler, aged 81, lived 
with her grandfather at his 
house off Market Street, 
Kings winford. 

“I just didn’t realise how 
popular he is,” said Mrs 
Tatler who has four chil¬ 
dren, 12 grandchildren and 
six great grandchildren. 

“There were all just in a 
cupboard really and when 
we found out the family said 
they would be happy for 
them to go on display. 

“It is lovely to think that 
people will get to see them 
after all these years.” 

Families are being invited 
to dig out their heirlooms 
and take them along to be 
examined by experts during 
the valuation event on Sat¬ 
urday hosted by BBC 
Antiques Roadshow expert 
Will Farmer from Fieldings

Message 
via text 
led to car 
damage 

A TEXT message row 
between a couple over their 
son wanting to leave home 
led to a husband attacking 
his wife’s car, a court heard. 

Richard Timmins, aged 
48, damaged the wing and 
side mirrors of the vehicle 
and dented a panel by 
kicking it , Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court was told. 

But now his wife of 28 
years, Nicola Timmins, of 
Milking Bank, Dudley, has 
paid for the repairs to the 
car, said Mr Dennis Dudley, 
defending. 

Timmins, currently living 
in Wilmslow, Cheshire, 
admitted causing £1,000 
damage to the vehicle. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Michael Wheeler 
gave him a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered 
him to pay £85 costs and £15 
victim surcharge. 

Mr Dudley said Mrs 
Timmins now wanted him 
back. He added: “The irony 
is that although the vehicle 
is legally hers, he made all 
the payments on it.” 

Mr Dudley said the couple 
had been arguing by text 
message because their son 
was ‘anxious’ to leave home. 

The judge told Timmins: 
“On the face of it there was 
significant damage. But I 
have taken into account the 
circumstances. Your wife 
expresses a desire to have 
you back after you were sep¬ 
arated over Christmas and 
the new year. 

“Don’t take it out on a car 
next time you have a 
problem.”

Village library is now 
facing closure threat 



Major venue funeral 
for inspirational Steve 


His bravery moved thousands - Steve Evans with 
daughters Megan and Lauren and his wife Septina 

THE funeral of an inspirational father who shared his story 
of living with incurable cancer with thousands of people 
over the radio and internet will he held at Wolverhampton’s 
Civic Hall next month. 

Steve Evans, 52, died last week after living with stomach 
cancer for more than two years. In that time the retired 
building surveyor gained more than 26,000 followers on 
Twitter and become a star guest on TV and radio. 

The service, on February 3 at 12.30pm, will be the first 
time in the 75-year history of the Civic Hall that it has been 
used for a funeral and a huge turnout is expected. 

Before he died at New Cross Hospital on Thursday, Steve 
asked his friend Sue Oakley to set up a JustGiving page to 
raise money for Compton Hospice. She has written on the 
page: “Steve’s thoughts were that if everyone had sent 
flowers to his funeral, it would be like Kew Gardens, so I 
have set up this page, for people to donate to Compton 
Hospice, if they so wish.”

HAGLEY Library is 
under threat of 
closure as county 
council bosses draw 
up plans to make £1.9 
million of cuts over 
the next two years. 

Options being discussed 
include shutting the library 
and replacing it with a 
mobile service. Other 
options being considered are 
transfering the running 
costs to Hagley Parish 
Council with the aim of 
moving the library to a pro¬ 
posed ‘community hub’ in 
the village at a later date, or 
keeping it as it currently is. 

Savings 

Worcestershire County 
Council’s libraries and 
learning service needs to 
make the savings by 
2015/18. 

Hagley Parish Council 
chairman Steve Colella, who 
has described the library as 
‘essential’ said he had been 
informed by the county 
council that the venue was 
at risk of closure as part of a 
review services. 

The county’s council’s 
strategic libraries and learn¬ 
ing manager, Kathy Kirk 
said it was looking at ways to 
maintain the library at a 
reduced cost and discussions 
had taken place with the 
parish council. 

Mr Colella said: “Hagley 
Library Service is essential 
and is of great importance 
not only to the people of 
Hagley but also people from 
the surrounding areas. 


“The outcome of a review 
of library services in Hagley 
is being prepared by Worces¬ 
tershire County Council and 
will spell out the proposed 
recommendations to their 
cabinet. 

“County overall budgets 
have to be cut by £30m with 
library service running costs 
requiring to be cut by half. 

“I have been told that 
there is a risk that Hagley 
library will close and be 
replaced by a mobile library 
service, unless support can 
be found to bridge the 
service budget deficit. 

“I do not want this to 
happen and the parish 
council will be looking at 
ways in which it can step in 
to support the continuation 
of the service in the existing 
building. 

“However, any support 
the parish council gives 
must not leave it with future 
insurmountable debts and 
without problems landing in 
the lap of the parish council 
whilst the county council 
walks away. 

Mrs Kirk said: “We are 
working closely with parish 
and district councils across 
Worcestershire to try to 
ensure library services 
remain at reduced costs. 

“With regards to Hagley 
Library, we are in early dis¬ 
cussions with potential 
interested parties and will 
engage with the local com¬ 
munity as soon as any pro¬ 
posals emerge”. 

In 2012 the library cele¬ 
brated its 50th anniversary.

Driving force for charity recruits

A CHARITY is looking for volun¬ 
teer drivers to take patients to 
medical appointments in the Black 
Country. 

The Tividale-based Bridges Support 
Service supports people living with 
cancer and palliative care needs. As 
part of its service it offers transport to 
appointments for patients and carers. 

The organisation, which is part of 
the Murray Hall Community Trust, is 
now on the lookout for volunteer 
drivers to help meet demand for the 
service. 

Debbie Robinson, senior care co¬ 
ordinator, said: “We are a charity based 


in the Sandwell area and we work for 
Murray Hall Community Trust sup¬ 
porting people who have a cancer or 
palliative care diagnosis in Sandwell. 
We enable people to get to their hospi¬ 
tal appointments which is why the 
transport solutions was set up. 

“The client pays the mileage and our 
co-ordinator arranges the appoint¬ 
ments and co-ordinates drivers to 
enable payments to access their 
appointments. Because more and more 
people are being diagnosed we need to 
increase our volunteer numbers.” 

The service currently has 16 volun¬ 
teers and at any one time supports 
around 800 patients. Mrs Robinson 


said: “In the past clients have turned 
down treatment because they don’t 
know how they will get there if they 
haven’t got family members at home, so 
they haven’t always got people to take 
them to appointments. This gives 
people a reasonably priced other 
option.”

£lOm scheme to replace 
overhead power cables 


OVERHEAD electricity power lines stretching 
more than 14 miles across Sandwell are to be 
replaced as part of a £10 million project by 
National Grid. 

The company says the work is essential and has vowed to 
keep disruption to the public at a minimum with only one 


road closure announced so far. Some residents have already 
been given compensation ahead of the work. 

The line being replaced starts from Oldbury, goes north 
to Ocker Hill and east to Bustleholme. A new 150 ft high 
pylon will also be built in Wednesbury. 

Work begins next month to put up scaffolding and netting 
along 70 sections where houses, businesses and roads are 
close by. The project is 
expected to be completed by 
the end of August. 

Project manager Chris 
Card said: “Most of this line 
runs through industrial and 
residential areas and so, in 
order to carry out the work 
safely, it will be necessary to 
close some roads temporar¬ 
ily. We will do our very best 
to keep any disruption to a 
minimum.” 

He added: “This work is 
part of our national mainte¬ 
nance programme and, 
when complete, will make 
sure we can continue to 
provide reliable electricity 
supplies across the region 
and the country as a whole.” 

One closure announced so 
far is Beacon View Road, 
West Bromwich, expected to 
remain shut for up to three 
months from mid-April. 


Dozens get £75 spot 
fines over dog mess 


DOZENS of pet owners have been slapped 
with £75 on-the-spot fines for dog fouling in 
Sandwell in six months, figures have 
revealed. 

Sandwell Council says it is adopting 
a zero-tolerance approach to dog 
owners allowing their pets to mess in 
public places. 

The clampdown has seen wardens issue 
73 fines in six months, while thousands of 
dog mess bags have been handed out and 
people have been educated on how to keep 
streets and open spaces clean. 

The next step could see temporary sten¬ 
cils on pavements in hotspot areas for com¬ 


plaints, in a bid to warn people about the 
likely prospect of fines. The action is being 
taken by the council and its waste partner 
Serco. 

Bosses are also encouraging residents to 
report others who do not scoop up dog dirt - 
including specific details like time, date, 
location, description of the dog and its 
owner - so mess can be cleaned up and those 
responsible tracked down. 

Council leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “As a dog owner myself, I’m fed up with 
the small minority of people who don’t clean 
up after their pets. It’s something that 
really annoys responsible dog owners.”

The youngster is currently recovering at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital following 
his life-saving operation on December 19. 
But he has managed to spend some time at 
his home in Tipton with his family’. 

His father Sunny Bains, of Alexandra 
Road, said: “Unexpectedly a few days ago, 
they said we were allowed to take him home 
for a few days. 

Happy 

“The doctors said it was good for us to 
take him home to help cheer him up and 
help with his morale. He was really happy 
being in his home environment. ” 

On Christmas Day, while most children 
were with their relatives, little Gaurav had 
to spend it behind a perspex screen sepa¬ 
rated from his family. 

Doctors initially said he was only allowed 
to have one parent in with him at a time. 
They had to shower and change their 
clothes before going into his isolation room, 
and he could have no direct contact with 
four-year-old sister Kiran.But he has been 
doing so well that the rules have been 
relaxed and he has been able to cuddle his 
parents.

Structure in place as 
fire station shapes up

A NEW £4 million fire station is beginning to 
take shape after the erection of a huge two- 
storey metal frame. 

The station, on the junction of Halesowen Road and 
Barrs Road in Cradley Heath, is quickly going up ahead of 
its expected opening in May. 

The split-level building on a 1.1 acre site next to Haden 
Hill Leisure Centre will be the base to 44 firefighters as well 
as being available to a West Midlands Ambulance Service 
crew and vehicle. 

Steel 

Rob Ash, surveyor for West Midlands Fire Service, said: 

“People who live near or pass the site will have seen the new 
station literally taking shape in the last few weeks. 

“Most of the steel frame is now complete, and the first 
floor slabs are being fitted. 

“Masonry work is also under way, and this month we will 
see a start being made on walls, cladding and roofing.” 

The station will have three vehicle bays, with a new 
brigade response vehicle expected to be housed there from 
2015.

“The format is simple and 
compelling; the scale is enormous,” 
says executive producer Andrew 
Mackenzie.

Sports model to be 
unveiled at US show 



LEXUS revealed the new RC F 
at the North American Inter¬ 
national Auto Show this 
week, a sports thoroughbred 
model based on the RC coupe 
which made its debut in 
Tokyo in November. 

The RC F is equipped with a new 5.0- 
litre V8 engine with a maximum 
output set to be well above 450bhp. Its 
status as the most powerful V8 road¬ 
going car Lexus has yet built is 
reflected in styling optimised for sta¬ 
bility at high speeds, including wider 
wheels and tyres, an active rear wing, 
air scoops, cooling ducts and carbon- 
fibre components. 

Each element delivers what Lexus 
calls ‘functional beauty’ to the overall 
design. 

Contribute 

“The form of each component is 
carefully designed to contribute to per¬ 
formance,” said Yukihiko Yaguchi, RC 
F chief engineer. 

“Unique air outlets in the bonnet 
and rear section of the front wings con¬ 
tribute to optimum engine cooling and 
handling stability. 

“They create a powerful look that 
immediately conveys the expectation 
of a dynamic driving experience. ” 

The signature Lexus spindle grille 
dominates the front of the RC F, with a 
single F mesh section that extends all 
the way from the bonnet line to the 
lower lip. 

The bonnet is set higher than on the 
RC, helping create a powerful, flared 
profile true to the ethos of Lexus’s F 
models. 

Ducts beneath the front bumper and 
wings, and strategically placed aerody¬ 


namic stabilising fins create a stance 
that further broadcasts the model’s 
Lexus F pedigree. 

Outlets to the rear of the front wings 
form an L shape where they merge 
with the side sill extensions. The car’s 
powerful character is also expressed in 
stacked, trapezoidal quad-outlet 
tailpipes. 

The RC F displays design cues taken 
from the LFA supercar. An active rear 
wing automatically deploys at 80km/h 
(50mph) and retracts when speed falls 
below 40km/h (25mph), preserving the 
coupe’s svelte lines at standstill. 

Three variations of a 10-spoke, 19in 
forged aluminium wheel design will be 
available, according to grade, including 
a set hand-polished by craftsmen. 


Inside, the instrument panel is dom¬ 
inated by a central dial, which auto¬ 
matically adapts in line with the 
coupe’s four different driving modes. 
In each case different information 
colour and text size are displayed. 

To help ensure comfort, Lexus pro¬ 
duced a new steering wheel design, 
with an elliptical cross-section, a thick 
grip and optimum location of shift 
paddles. 

The high-back seats are also new: 
finished with an embossed F on the 
headrests, their styling is inspired in 
part by modern high-tech athletic 
sportswear. 

Five leather trims will be available, 
all with contrast stitching.

Anelka’s 
future in 
jeopardy 

ALBION have told Nicolas 
Anelka he must decide 
himself whether to fight his 
FA misconduct charge as the 
Frenchman’s Hawthorns 
future hangs in the balance. 

Anelka has refused to 
back down over his contro¬ 
versial ‘quenelle’ goal cele¬ 
bration and sent out a tweet 
that hinted he is ready to 
contest the FA’s allegations. 

But the Baggies have told 
the 34-year-old he must foot 
his own legal bills and the 
decision over whether to 
accept or contest the charge 
rests solely with him. 

Anelka has consistently 
denied his gesture was 
intended to be anti-Semitic 
but admitted he was sup¬ 
porting his friend, a contro¬ 
versial stand-up comedian 
who has been banned from 
performing in some French 
cities over claims of anti- 
Semitism. 

The forward tweeted a 
link to a French news clip in 
which Roger Cukierman, 
president of French-based 
Jewish group CRIF, claimed 
the gesture was not anti- 
Semitic if performed on a 
football pitch. 

Anelka has until 6pm 
today to answer the charge, 
which could mean the end of 
his Albion stay and possibly 
his career. 

The former France inter¬ 
national has held a 40- 
minute meeting with 
Hawthorns officials includ¬ 
ing sporting and technical 
director Richard Garlick, a 
former sports lawyer. 

And he was handed a 34- 
page FA document detailing 
the charge against him. 

If Anelka accepts the 
charge,he could be punished 
with a suspension of up to 
10 games likely. 

If he fights the charge he 
may request a personal 
hearing. His fate will be 
decided by a three-man 
panel, headed by a QC.
